The Superior Court last week hand- 


ed down an opinion reversing Judge 
Swope and the Fulton Democrat gives 
following interesting history of case. 


The case just reversed for the third 


time is popularly known as the Ayr 
township plow case. The suit was 
begun May 25, 1899 and was brought 
to recover *250 with interest, the price 
of a road plow or machine purchased 
or ordered by the Supervisors in 189:j. 


It first came up for trial at October 


court 1899 and Judge Swope directed 
a compulsory non-suit. The plaintiff" 
appealed and the Superior court rever- 
sed, saying the case should have gone 
to the jury. It came ou for trial the 
second time at October court 1902 and 
was tried before Hon. John Stewart, 
specially presiding and after all the 
evidence was in he directed the jury 
to find for the defendant. The second 
time the plaintiff appealed and the 
judgement was reversed, the Superior 
court saying the jury should have pas- 
sed upon the testimony.

On Tuesday the bids for the plumb- 


ing in the addition, the closets to be 
placed in the cellar, were opened and 
contract wag awarded to R. D. Armor 
& eon who were the lowest bidders at 
S1270. 


The first work was the removal of 


four trees, two in the rear of the pre- 
sent building and two along the line 
of trees ou Middle street. The trees 
were large handsome ones but they 
had to go. Only such trees as occu- 
pied ground where building is to go 
•were taken down and all the other 
trees will be carefully preserved. 
John A. Good took away a Inrge quan- 
tity of the wood from the trees and in 
the course of time he will have for 
sale a lot of Court House souvenirs 
from the wood. 


Part of the old iron fence has come 


down, all of the fence along the alley 
and half on Middle street. All of the 
fence on Middle street will 
come 


down. The days of fences are past. 
The granite curb will likely be retain- 
ed and the space under the trees will 
be kept clean and if possible beau- 
tified. 


The next step was the removal of 


part of the granite curb where addition 
wilJ stand and the removal of the rear 
steps. 
A large portion of the rear 


•wall will come out and the contractor 
will get quite a number of line granite 
blocks -which will be used in the con- 
struction of the new part. Everything 
about the old court house was of the 
most solid masonry with large heavy 
blocks of granite and it will take a 
good deal of time to get the ground 
ready to dig out cellar.

Estiug: Ants For 


Savages, we know, indulge in such 


luxuries as grubs and locusts, but for a 
civilized white man to finish up his 
dinner -with a dish ot" raw auts seems 
too nasty to be credible. Yet in Mexico 
It is the custom—and a custom adopted 
by plenty of colonials and visitors. The 
ant eaten is called the honey ant and 
is perhaps as curious an insect as lives. 
With a tiny head and legs, it has a 
huge body as big as a large pea. and 
this is yellow and swollen with excel- 
lent honey. In each nest there are 300 
or 400 of these honey ants, which arc 
attended by thousands of others. The 
honey ants hang 011 to the roofs of the 
cells in the nest while the others feed 
them. They are. in fact, living store- 
houses of winter food. An observer 
says that if one of the honey ants falte 
from his perch a worker will go aud 
pick him up and replace him. This 
feat is equivalent to a man walking up 
the face of a cliff carrying a large buf- 
falo or cart horse on his back.

The average income of the whole 
membership of the leu best known 
clr.b--. in the city is probably nearer 
tflu.OUU u year than $oO.<K>0 a year, and 
almost every one of these clubs in- 
cludes some scores of men with incomes 
well below $10.000 and a yaod many 
with incoLV.es well below .$5.000. 


There is a real democracy of Xew 


York club life. Youths in. their early 
twenties and just beginning their ca- 
reers on very moderate salaries fre- 
quent truly palatial clubhouses, break- 
fast in rooms such as few princes ever 
use and lounge before iireplaces that 
are to be matched only in the most 
splendid buildings of Europe. 


The paor man's credit at the club is 


as good us the rich man's, and both are 
impartially posted when they neglect 
to pay their bills in good season. There 
are a good many instances also In 
which the monthly bills of the poor 
man are higher than those of his rich 
fellow member, for the frequenters of 
clubs are apt to be the poorer rather 
than the richer members. 


Many a man of small means regards 


his membership in a first rate club in 
the light of a profitable investment. 
Such a man. if a confirmed bachelor, 
has probably lived for twenty years 
within half a block of the club, paying 
a few hundreds a year for a small 
bedroom and finding all his luxuries in 
the apartments of the clubhouse. 


Without being in the least mean he 


makes of the club a money saving in- 
stitution for himself. Its comfortable 
lounging rooms s;wc him annually 
from $300 to si.000 a year in rent, ac- 
cording to the location in which he has 
his modest lodgings. 
After that he 


saves a fair percentage on every tiling 
he eats and drinks at the club. 


His simple breakfast costs him per- 


haps 10 per ceat less than it would cost 
at any restaurant he would be likely 
to frequent, and the same is true of his 
dinners. If he takes three-fourths of 
his meals at the dub he saves annually 
about $100 in tips. 


If he drinks wine at dinner he save? 


from 10 to 25 per cent upon every bot- 
tle. If he permits himself the luxury 
of a cab he saves a handsome per- 
centage by ordering it through the club

while upon the ample margins could 
lie displayed miniatures and decora- 
tions portrayintr the highest skill of the 
^reat artists of the day. 


The earliest example of illumination 


is a papyrus in the Louvre in Paris, 
which contains paintings representing 
funeral ceremonies executed in brisut 
colors, touched in its high lights with 
penciled jrold. 
Although we find fre- 


quent mention of some poem -written 
in gold, of some magnificent volume or 
codex of colored vellum or some col- 
lection of miniatures or of some mag- 
nificent'gift book decorated for prince 
or church, yet this simple, imperfect 
fragment at the Louvre is the sole 
tangible evidence we have that so 
obvious a form of artistic culture as 
the art of illumination was known to 
the lone period of classical antiquity 
or to the later luxuries of the life of 
Athens and Corinth, of Pergamum and 
Ephesus. of Cyzieuus or Rhodes. Syra- 
cuse or Tareutum, of Sybaris. of Pom- 
peii and of Kome. 


With the invention of printing the 


demand for tlic illuminator and the 
scribe became ircadually loss, and final- 
ly by the end of the sixteenth century 
illumination ceased to be an art 
The 


book as the developer of the people in 
science and literature and in learning 
generally had crowded out the book as 
an object of art. It need not have 
done this, perhaps, but as a matter of 
fact it did.—Boston Transcript.

The Daring and Skill of These Fierce 


Birds of Prej-- 


Ornithologists are inclined to dis- 


courage the idea that eagles are in the 
habit of attacking large aiiirnals. but 
a contest -witnessed by an observer dis- 
pels such a theory. 
The battle -rras 


between an eagle and a stag. 


The bird singled out from a herd one 


particular buck, ^rbich it succeeded in 
driving from the rest It struck the 
animal Trith its powerful wings, knock- 
ed it do>ra. and finally killed it. A still 
msre remarkable spectacle is well au- 
thenticated. 
An eagle attacked" a 


fawn in the highlands of Scotland. 
The cries of the little one were an- 
sw.eced-bv its dam^which,sprang_npon 
the eagle and struck it repeatedly with 
its forefeet. 
Fawn, deer and eagie 


rolled down a declivity, the bird was 
dislodged from its hold and the fawn 
rescued. 


Many traditions are extant as to the 


carrying off of children by eagles. Tbc- 
most recent case bearing close scru- 
tiny is one which happened in South 
Africa. 
A Boer farmer whose stock 


bad been harried by eagles lay in am- 
bush for tbe robbers and saw one of 
them descend and carry off the five- 
year-old child of one of the Kafir serv- 
ants. He shot the bird, which, witli 
the child still clutched in. its grip, foil 
into ii thorn bush. The bird was dead, 
but the child was little hurt. 


Two eagles will stalk a covert in 


concert, \\lrile one conceals itself the 
orber beats about tbe bushes with 
great screaming, driving out Us quarry 
for the hidden eagle to swoop uowr. 
upon. An even more insidious ir.otho,! 
has been observed- An eagle seeing ;i 
sheep on tbe edge of a precipice tiew 
at it. screaming shrilly and with force- 
ful beat of wing hurled it into the v;;l- 
Icy below, where it could devour it at 
its leisure. In the light of such rec- 
ords there is good reason for believing 
the legend of tbe eagle doppirrr a tor- 
toise on the bald head of .TSwhylui 
the Greek poet, and so causing bis 
death.

Bedlow received 
from Cornbury the privilege of victual- 
ing the British fleets which frequented 
Xew York. It was a most profitable 
monopoly, having in it great possibili- 
ties of graft. Corubury is supposed to 
have "stood in" with Bedlow. When 
Bedlow died suddenly Cornbury seized, 
all his papers, collected all the out- 
standing debts due the contractor, and 
kept everything of Bedlow's he could. 
lay bis bauds on. leaving Bedlow's wid- 
ow and children in poverty. Bedlow's 
island was bought and used, by tbe con- 
tractor while be victualed tbe fleets as 
a depot for bis stores. 


Corlear's Hook takes its name from 


Jacob Corlear. the city trumpeter in 
the old Dutch clays. Governor Beek- 
naan bought it from Mm. Tbe governor 
also bought a country estate, the site 
of wbicb is commemorated by Beek- 
man street. 


Tbe true meaning of tbe word Man- 


battan. originally spelled variously as 
Mana-hivta, Manbattoes and Manhat- 
tan, is bill iu mystery. It is not even 
certain whether it -was tbe name of tbe 
place or of the tribe which inhabited it, 
or of both. The old idea that tbe -word 
meant Place of Drunkenness has been 
satisfactorily confuted, but what does 
the word mean?—Xew York Press.
